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WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 24, 1954 


Relatively cool weather prevailed most of the week in Canadian Border 
regions and the far West. Weekly averages were as much as 100 below 
normal in the Northwest where subfreezing temperatures damaged some 
garden truck in the vicinity of McCammon, Idaho on the 18th, and - 
scattered frost was reported in Utah on the 16th, 17th and 18th, Other 
low temperatures were 33° at Winnemucca, Nev., on the 22nd and 36° 
at Cadillac, Mich., on the 17th. Daytime temperatures generally 
ranged in the 70's and low 80's. The cool weather slowed crop growth, 
particularly corn, In contrast hot, humid weather continued in the South 
with maxima exceeding 100° at many stations in south central areas the 
first 2 days of the period. 


Rainfall over the major portion of the area east of the Rocky Mountains, 
occurring as scattered showers, totaled over one half-inch, although 
amounts were much lighter in the southern Great Plains and lower 
Mississippi Valley where continued drought conditions caused further 
deterioration of most crops. In most of the remainder of the South 
showers were far too light, to replenish soil moisture. In the far west 
little or no rain fell in middle and southern areas except for a few locally 
heavy showers in portions of Arizona and New Mexico, Colorado and 
Wyoming, but moderate to heavy showers fell near the Canadian Border. 
(Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - CALIFORNIA - Damage in some areas continued in July. 
(Coop. Ins. Rept., July). IDAHO - Three areas in Clark County have 
economic populations, heaviest population (75 per square yard) involves 
about 1,000 acres near Humphrey. Economic populations also found in 
Squirrel Meadows of Fremont County. (Nonini, Aug. 14). UTAH - 

Control operations continue throughout much of state. Movement from 
range increased. Melanoplus femur-rubrum ovipositing while nymphs 

still numerous in the cooler valleys. (Knowlton). In lower Johnson 

Canyon, a second brood of grasshopper nymphs appeared during last 

3 weeks. The population has reached economic proportions over 2, 000 
acres, (Carpenter, Knowlton). WYOMING - Grasshoppers continue to move 
from the dry range and pastures into crops. (Poyner). KANSAS - Feeding 
continues in many alfalfa fields throughout most the State, Adult counts 

of M. bivittatus, M, mexicanus, M. femur-rubrum, and M. differentialis 
range from 4 to 1d per square yard. In some fields nymphal counts range 
from 2O to 40 per square yard. Counts lower in Dickinson County than in 
Geary, Marshall, Morris, Nemaha, Pottawatomie and Wabaunsee. Recent 
rains increased vegetation causing damage to be less noticeable. Controls 
still necessary to prevent damage to fall planted crops especially for 
Species like M. differentialis and M. bivittatus that have not oviposited to 
any extent. (Matthew). MISSOURI -- Recent rains have resulted in the 
dispersal of most crop species except in the southwestern area of State 
where heavy concentrations in fields are damaging corn, grain sorghum 
heads, soybeans, alfalfa, pastures and newly seeded small grains. 

Heavy egg laying by M. differentialis and M. bitittatus over southern 

half of State during past week. Late hatch second generation M, mexicanus 
nearing completion northeast area, second and third instar nymphal counts 
range 20-55 per square yard. (Kyd, Thomas). MINNESOTA - Develop- 
ment 4 - 6 weeks behind normal, Dispersing as hay crops cut. Light to 
heavy infestations in Crow Wing, Aitkin and Kanabec Counties. Washington 
County most general infestation any county in State with populations of 

M. femur-rubrum and M. bivittatus ranging from 15 to 60. Blister 

beetles present. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). ILLINOIS - Scattered reports of 
damage but most critical areas have been successfully treated. (Petty). 
TENNESSEE - Continue to damage corn, tobacco, and cotton in local 

areas across the State. (Mullett), DELAWARE - Numerous adults of | 

M. differentialis, M. femur-rubrum and Dissosteira carolina feeding 

on soybeans in several areas. (Late News). 
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EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - MINNESOTA - All 

areas show high percentage of larvae in fifth instar, some emergence. 
Low temperatures continue to retard development, Traps indicate peak 

of moth flight reached during past week. Appears maximum egg deposition 
will take place during period August 20-25. Counts as high as 220 egg 
masses per 100 plants on early sweet corn, field corn counts average 
much lower. South central 15, southeast 5, west central 3, east central 7. 
Temperatures may result in smaller second brood than originally antici- 
pated(Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv,).. NORTH CAROLINA - Limited infestations 
Dare and Hyde Counties, some damage one field Camden County. 
(Mitchell). ILLINOIS - About SO percent all first generation borers 
pupated. Moth emergence complete central Illinois and 90 percent in 
Rochelle and DeKalb. Many moths destroyed by weather, but egg laying 
continues at reduced rate. Central area eggs 80 percent hatched, in 
northern Illinois over 60 percent yet to hatch and more will be deposited 
for week or 10 days. Indications second generation be quite abundant. 
Average number egg masses per 100 plants field corn: northeast section — 
80-116, northwest 95-172, eastern 122 and central 230. Late sweet corn 
in northeast and northwest area ranged 44-57. (Petty). KANSAS - 
Infestations in following counties: Dickinson 4-15 percent of stalks 
examined, Geary, one field with 4 percent, Marshall 4 to 8 percent in 
examined fields, and Nemaha 4 to 8 percent. (Matthew), WYOMING - 

Trace infestation of larvae in field corn in Goshen County. (Poyner). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - DELAWARE - Corn 75 to 100 
percent infested. A sap beetle (Carpophilus luyubris) also involved. 
(Late News). MARYLAND - Boring inio lima and soybean pods. Moderate 
damage, Wicomico County. (U. Md.,Ent. Dept.). ILLINOIS - Approximately 
same count as last week. Northeast 7.5 larvae per 100 ears, northwest — 
18-20, eastern 26 and central 26.7. Many larvae in 4th and 5th instar. 
(Petty). NORTH CAROLINA - Three to 4 larvae per stalk on sorghum in ~ 
Camden and Carrituck Qbunties, (Mitcheil-Spaulding). Ninety percent 
ears infested some fields Franklin County. (Scott). Heavily damaging 
peanuts, some fields Edgecombe County. (Dogger). ARKANSAS - Adults, © 
collected at light trap in Lincoln County, averaged 39 per night since ; 
August 5, with a range of 5 to 80. Peak numbers on August 18 and 19. 
(Warren). KANSAS - Numerous in field corn in Dickinson, Geary, . 
Marshall, Morris, Nemaha, Pottawatomie, Riley and Wabaunsee Counties. 
Infestations as high as 96 percent of ears examined. Averages vary from 50 
to 80 percent in most fields. (Matthew). Moderate in state. In ; 
Spanish Fork canning corn area infestation runs 4 to 25 percent. (Dorst, 
Knowlton). IDAHO - Infestations continue low in Twin Falls, Jerome and 
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Gooding Counties, Moths out for second generation. (Douglass, Walz, 
Aug, 14). CALIFORNIA - Extensive damage to corn in Riverside 
County. (Coop. Ins, Rept., July). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphyqma frugiperda) - DELAWARE - Seriously 
damaging whorls and tassels of late sweet corn in several areas. (Late 
News). MARYLAND - Damage to late sweet corn light to moderate, 
@ueen Annes. County; 25 percent damage to leaves and tips in field of 
Sweet corn, Howard County, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NORTH CAROLINA - 
About 10 percent of sorghum fields in Camden and Currituck County 

with evidence of feeding activity. Threatening populations. Reported also 
from Duplin County in young corn, (Reid). Egg masses under eaves of 
house in Raleigh, on hatching, found to be this species. (Olive). 
LOUISIANA - Very heavy infestation in field of young corn, Tensas Parish. 
(Burns), ARKANSAS - Damaging young corn in Monroe County. Counts 
averaged | larva per 3 stalks, (Warren). TEXAS - Boring holes and 
cutting few sorghum plants in Moore County. (Daniels), KANSAS - Con- 
tinue injury to late-planted corn in central area. Heavy infestations 

found in localized areas. Infestations of some degree found in nearly 

all fields surveyed in Dickinson, Geary, Marshall, Morris, Nemaha, 
Pottawatomie, Riley and Wabaunsee Counties, Single larva found in 

most plants. (Matthew), 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - GEORGIA - More numerous than tual 
on corn in Lincoln County, Aug. 13. (McGee). ARKANSAS - Appeared in 
some fields of sorghum. (Warren). MISSOURI - Corn, in northeast area, 
has spotted infestations of 10 to 85 nymphs and adults per stalk. (Kyd, 
Thomas). KANSAS - In Dickinson, Geary, Morris, Riley and Wabaunsee 
Counties. Counts of 60 to 200 per plant on corn or sorghum. In few of 
sorghum fields examined in Geary and Wabaunsee Counties counts as 

high as 400 per plant estimated. (Matthew) 


A CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus insularis) - FLORIDA - Average 
of 100 eggs, nymphs and adults per squareuk foot of St. Augustine grass 
at St. Petersburg. (Hill). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - DELAWARE - More 
‘destructive than past several years. Stunting corn plants and ruining 
tassels in several areas. (Late News). MARYLAND - Injuring field 

corn in Anne Arundel and Charles Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
NORTH CAROLINA - Heavily infesting corn and sorghum in Camden and 
Beaufort Counties. (Mitchell), KANSAS - Increase in populations. Many 
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heavily infested fields of the combine-type sorghums with counts 

(estimated) of 400 to 4,000 aphids per plant. Some of these-fields 
have 40 to 70 percent of plants heavily infested, (Matthew). CALIFORNIA - 
Heavy infestations in milo fields in Cblusa County. (Coop. Ins. Rept. , July). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - DELAWARE - Abundant 
on corn in some areas. (Late News). ILLINOIS - Abundant in southern 
Illinois. Counts Will County averaged 7.9 per plant, Iroquois County 4.1. 
Populations increasing. (Petty). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - KANSAS - 
Larvae of probably this species infesting corn at 3 locations in Dickinson 
County and in 1 field in Geary County. Infestations 4 to 12 percent in 
Dickinson County and 4 percent in Geary County. (Matthew). 


County. Control required. (Colo. Ins. Det. Comm.). 


AN APHID (Myzocallis trifolii also called Therioaphis ononidis) - 
CALIFORNIA - Found for first time in Palo Verde Valley of Riverside 
County in July. Some heavy losses on alfalfa. {Coop. Ins. Rept., July). 


APHIDS - NEVADA -. Most severe populations of an aphid on alfalfa 
ever encountered on second crop. (Gallaway, Aug. 14), NEW MEXICO - 
Scattering out on alfalfa and appear to be less serious in Lea County and 
some of the northern counties. Southern tier of counties with scattered 
infestations. Predators controlling some. (Dobson). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - DELAWARE - No increase on 
alfalfa at most locations. (Late News). ILLINOIS - Eastern section average J 
of 2,75 adults per sweep in alfalfa, nymphs 0.15. (Petty). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - ILLINOIS - Checks in alfalfa a) 
and clover in eastern area revealed none. (Petty). TENNESSEE - Local 
infestations appearing western part State on alfalfa. (Mullett). MISSOURI - 
All stages on alfalfa in most areas of State. Larval counts on alfalfa 

from 1 to 14 per square foot. Pigweed and lambs-quarter in soybeans 

and corn also heavily infested. (Kyd, Thomas). TEXAS - Heavy in 
scattered areas of several peanut fields in Bastrop County. (Reese). : 
KANSAS - Infestations continue, where not controlled, to reduce hay crops. _ 
Considerable injury found in alfalfa fields in Dickinson, Geary, Morris, 
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Riley and Wabaunsee Counties. Numerous moths in many fields of north 
central area. (Matthew). 


BEET WEBWORM (Loxostege sticticalis) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy in- 
festations in alfalfa fields in Fresno County last of July. (Coop. Ins. 
reOty 5alaily). 


WEBWORMS - KANSAS - Considerable damage to alfalfa in fields of 
northwestern section. Heavy infestations in Sherman and Thomas 
Counties. (Calkins). 


CLOVER LEAFHOPPER (Aceratagallia sanquinolenta) - DELAWARE - 
In injurious numbers on alfalfa at Greenwood. (Late News). 


LYGUS BUGS - CALIFORNIA - Light to serious in alfalfa seed crops in 
Kern County during July. (Coop. Ins. Rept. , July). UTAH - Numerous 
on alfalfa and other crops. (Knowlton). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - ILLINOIS - Average 
2,5 per 50 sweeps in alfalfa, 1.5 in clover in eastern Illinois. (Petty). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - DELAWARE - 
Prevalent on alfalfa in Sussex County. (Late News), CALIFORNIA - Heavy 
in alfalfa in Stanislaus County. Some treatment of alfalfa in Kings County. 
Heavy in alfalfa and sugar beet fields in Sacramento County. Light to 
serious on alfalfa in Kern County. (Coop. Ins. Rept., July). 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - IDAHO - Loss in clover 
fields scattered over Canyon County. (Walz, Aug. 14). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - RHODE ISLAND - Abundant in 
sweepings from clover, at Wakefield, Washington County, (McLane). 


LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera nigrirostris}) - ILLINOIS - 
Average 7.5 per 50 sweeps in clover in eastern area, (Petty). 


A POLLEN BEETLE (Meligethes seminulum) - OREGON - Infestations 
on red clover lower this year than any time since 1947, (Dickason). 


A CLOVER CASEBEARER - OREGON - Coleophora sp. found in central 
area, near Redmond, on ladino clover. Previously this species collected 
at Medford. (Dickason). 
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VETCH BRUCHID (Bruchus brachialis) - Noticeable in vetch harvested 
at Paw Paw, Battle Creek, Kalamazoo, Benton Harbor, Adrian and 
Monrse. infestations range from trace to 20-30 percent. (Hutson). 


COWPEA CURCULIO (Chalcodermus aeneus) - GEORGIA - Heavy damage 
on crowder cowpeas in Irwin County, Aug. 12. (Davenport, Faircloth). 


ARMYWORMS - MAINE - Armyworms (probably Psuedaletia unipuncta) 
continued severe in many oat and barley fields in central Aroostook County. 
(Shands, Aug. 14}. LOUISIANA - Heavy flights of P. unipuncta moths 
at mercury vapor light trap in Tensas Parish. On nights of August 16, 
and 17, 136 and 189 specimens taken. This exceeds the numbers taken 
during spring flights. (Burns). ARKANSAS - Adults of P. unipuncta 
collected at light trap in Lincoln County averaged 22, 5 per night since 
August 5, with range of 2 to 60 and peak number on August 15, (Warren). 
WYOMING - Local infestations of P. unipuncta still found in Goshen 
County damaging grain fields, (Poyner). UTAH - P, unipuncta serious 
pest in parts of Carbon and Wayne Counties. Variety of crops attacked 
but grass particularly infested, (Knowlton, Beckstrand, Hassell, 
Rogers). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatilis) - SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Light infestation on soybeans in Charleston area. (Reid). 
FLORIDA - Average of 1 larva per velvetbean plant at Homestead. All 
plants in a 20-acre field show signs of feeding. (Van Pelt). 


BLISTER BEETLES - MISSOURI - Epicauta spp. continue to cause heavy . 
spotted damage to soybeans over widely scattered areas of State. (Kyd, 
Thomas). 


MITES - DELAWARE - Strawberry spider mite still injurious to soybeans 
at many locations in Sussex County. (Late News). MARYLAND - Straw- 
berry spider mite heavy damage to soybeans in Talbot and Dorchester 
Counties. (U.Md., Ent. Dept.), LOUISIANA - Infestation of Tetranychus 
telarius on soybeans general and heavy in Tensas Parish, also heavy ' 
in Avoyelles Parish. (Burns, Roussel). TEXAS - Spotted heavy widespread ~ 
infestations of spider mites on peanuts in Comanche and Erath Counties. 
(Morgan). IDAHO - Still increasing on corn. Some small spots showing in 
bean fields in southeastern area, Two-spotted spider mite very low on 
hops in southwestern area, (Douglass, Walz, Aug. 16). 
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LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - SOUTH 
CAROLINA ~ Damage reports continue to be received, especially on 
soybeans and cowpeas from Coastal Plain area. (Nettles). GEORGIA - 
Moderate to heavy infestations in peanuts, beans, cowpeas widespread 
throughout southeast. (Greene). Heavy in grain sorghum, soybeans, 
cowpeas, peanuts in all sections of Laurens County; large acreages of 
grain sorghums damaged, some completely destroyed. (Duke). Field 

of peanuts in Calhoun County practically wiped out by larvae feeding in 
nuts. (Jordan), FLORIDA - Larvae infesting one-half or more of soybeans 
in some fields in Gadsden and Jackson Counties. (May). Practically every 
plant examined in Jackson County infested or injured in a 50-acre field. 
While many of injured plants may survive, many have fallen over in 

field. (Brogdon), PUERTO RICO - Great damage to young shoots of 

plant cane in Isabela regions during past few weeks. Replanting in several 
cases. This outbreak is almost unique in cane fields of Puerto Rico, 
being the first instance of shoots of plant cane attacked. (Riollano, 
Wolcott), 


WHEA'E 'HEAD ARMYWORM - IDAHO - Infestations reported from south- 
eastern area during past several weeks. Apparently enough cree? some 
cases to warrant control. (Barr, Aug. 14), 


RICE STINK BUG (Solubea pugnax) - LOUISIANA - Heavy infestation 
of adults and nymphs from Jefferson Davis, Acadia, and Vermillion 
Parishes. Control necessary in many cases. (Helm). 


FALSE CHINCH BUGS (Nysius spp.) - MISSOURI - Developing heads of 
grain sorghums in several southwestern counties along Kansas border, 
heavily infested with nymphs and adults. Heaviest numbers on heads in 
early milk stage and populations diminish as grain reaches hard dough 
stage. Several fields in Bates and Vernon Counties with populations 

of 40-210 per head. (Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - Heavy infestations of 
Nysius ericae in Chase, Greenwood and Miami Counties feeding on heads 
of milo, Counts of several hundred insects per head made in several 
fields. (Matthew). 


A SPITTLE BUG (Tomaspis bicincta) - FLORIDA - Caused heavy infestation 
(16 per square foot) in a pangola grass pasture near Belle Glade. (Genung).

A SOD WEBWORM (Crambus bonifatellus) - OREGON - First record 

for central area of State. Collected July 9 at Madras by Amen, in 

fescue grass lawn. This area, in past 3 years, has begun production of 
grass seed and this species may attack commercial seed fields. (Dickason). 


LEAFHOPPERS - FLORIDA - Heavy infestation in zoysia grass lawn at 
Vest Palm Beach, (Genung). 


£. SOD WEBWORM (Pachyzancla phaeopteralis) - FLORIDA - Average 
of 25 adults per square foot of St. Augustine grass at Miami Springs. 
(Link). 


FIRE ANT (Solenopsis geminata) - FLORIDA - Adults averaged 3 colonies 
per acre of Bermuda grass, Miami, (Link). 


A WHITE FRINGED BEETLE (Graphognathus leucoloma) - ALABAMA - 
Found at Linden, Marengo County, June 30. (Arant). 


A CERAMBYCID (Hippopsis lemniscata) - FLORIDA ~ On experimental 
kenaf and jute at Everglades Experiment Station. Nearly 100 percent of 
stalks have oviposition signs. Larval survival rate appears low. (Genung). 


SUNFLOWER MOTH (Homoesoma electellum) - CALIFORNIA - Outbreak 
in 450 ‘acres of sunflowers in Stanislaus County during July. (Coop. Ins. 
Rept. , July). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


ORCHARD MITES - CALIFORNIA - Tetranychus bimaculatus heavy in 
pear and some apple orchards in San Diego County during July. A heavy 
infestation of Metatetranychus ulmi in prunes in San Mateo County, also 
light to medium in Santa Cruz County apples. (Coop. Ins. Rept., July). | 
UTAH - European red mite and brown mite infestations common in orchards © 
but less damaging than most seasons. (Knowlton). MICHIGAN - 

T, bimaculatus beginning to appear at Bangor, South Haven, Paw Paw and 
Benton Harbor. (Hutson), RHODE ISLAND - T. bimaculatus_ increasing 

on apples in Cumberland area of Providence County. M. ulmi, heavy 
infestations in the same area. (Hyland). NEW YORK - Red and two-spotted 
mites continuing very active in Westchester County. (Androsko). Two- 
spotted mites increased on peaches, Rockland County. (Clark). VIRGINIA - 
Spider mites damaging some orchards and threatening others in Augusta 
County. (Woodside). 
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CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella):- NEW YORK - Second brood 
not heavy in Wayne County. (Small), NEW JERSEY - Possibility of a 
partial third brood this year. (Farley). UTAH - Control generally good 
however flights occurred in Utah County from July 25 to August 3 at 
Santaquin. Some orchards this area and in Payson received unexpected 
infestations of late worms. Moths trapped at Mapleton every night for 
the past two or three weeks. (Knowlton). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - MINNESOTA - Continues to 
emerge all orchard areas, (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - NEW YORK - Third 
brood more numerous than would be expected in Rockland County. (Clark). 


FLATHEADED APPLE TREE BORER (Chrysobothris femorata) - 
OKLAHOMA - More numerous than usual. (Howell). 


A LEAF MINER (Lithocolletis crataegella) - OREGON - Badly infesting 
sprayed apple trees at Monroe in Willamette Valley. Most leaves infested, 
some to 13 miners per leaf. Adults common August 19. (Jones). 


PEACH TWIG BORER (Anarsia lineatella) - CALIFORNIA - Severe damage 
to peaches in Merced County in early summer. (Coop, Ins. Rept. , July). 


GRAPE MEALYBUG (Pseudococcus maritimus) - CALIFORNIA - Serious 
infestations in vineyards in Kern County during July. (Coop. Ins. Rept. , 
July).

PECAN WEEVIL (Curculio caryae) - GEORGIA - First adults from pecan 
trees at Ft. Valley August 9. (Osburn) Griffin area August ll. Bumping 
August 18 revealed 1.2 average per tree, maximum 5. (Beckham-Dupree). 
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FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - Third instar larvae common on 
English and black walnut in Willamette Valley. (Roth). 


BLACK PECAN APHID (Melanocallis caryaefoliae) - TEXAS - Heavy local 
_ infestations on pecans in Harris County. (Fuller). 


CURRANT APHID (Capitophorus ribis) - UTAH - Conspicuously cupping 
infested foliage at Garden City and parts of Salt Lake and Utah Counties. 
(Knowlton), 


DATE MITE (Paratetranychus simplex) - CALIFORNIA - Moderate to 
heavy infestations in dates in Riverside County during July. (Coop. Ins. 
Pest Rept. , July). 


A MITE (Vasates fockeui) - UTAH - Seriously infesting sees foliage at 
Logan, July 27. ( (Kaloostian, Knowlton).

UTAH - Caused severe damage in some areas of Salt Lake, Utah and 
Weber Counties. Very few areas in State not affected. (Knowlton). 
MARYLAND - Quite destructive to squash and pumpkin in Montgomery 
County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


STRIPED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Acalymma vittata) - VIRGINIA - 
Populations heavy (2 per plant) on young cucumber vines in Ses 
area. (Morris, Hofmaster), 


SQUASH BEETLE (Epilachna borealis) - DELAWARE - Damaging young 
Squash near Georgetown, (Late News). 
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MELON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - ARIZONA - Abundant and damaging 
to limited cucurbit plantings at Safford, Graham County. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


CABBAGE MAGGOT (Hylemya brassicae) - CALIFORNIA - Light to 
medium infestations in 2,000 acres of brussels sprouts in San Mateo County. 
Control used. Light infestations in Santa Cruz County. (Coop. Ins. Rept., 
July). 


PLEA BEETLES - DELAWARE - Phyllotreta cruciferae continues 
destructive to cabbage in Georgetown area, (Late News). TENNESSEE - 
Attacking maturing tobacco in upper eastern area. (Mullett). 


CABBAGE CATERPILLARS - DELAWARE - Diamond-back moth and 
cabbage looper severe in late cabbage plantings at Milton, (Late News). 


HARLEQUIN BUG (Murgantia histrionica) - FLORIDA - All stages 
averaged less than 6 per collard plant of about 75 percent of plants at 
' Everglades Experiment Station, (Genung). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - DELAWARE - Abundant in 

a large commercial cabbage planting near Dover and injurious at many 
other places in Kent and Sussex Counties. (Late News). UTAH - Severely 
attacked commercial cabbage fields in the Morgan area. (Knowlton, Dorst). 


BEET WEBWORM AND BEET ARMYWORM -CALIFORNIA - Heavy damage 
to sugar beets in Stanislaus County. Beet armyworm heavy populations in 
garbanzo bean fields, Santa Barbara County. Light infestations on sugar 
beets, Colusa County. (Coop.Ins. Rept. , July). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - IDAHO - Small in- 
festation of larvae found in a bean field approximately 21/2 miles 
northwest of Twin Falls. All infested bean plants and plants surrounding 
the infestation have been pulled and burned and the field treated with 
insecticide. As far as known, this is the first occurrence of this insect 

in Idaho. (Douglass, Aug. 14). COLORADO - Damage to beans serious in 
fields where control unsuccessful.

fields. (Walz, August 14), 


BLISTER BEETLES - NORTH CAROLINA - Epicauta pestifera_ damaging 
tomatoes in Franklin and Vance Counties where 75 percent of plants in 
small fields infested. (Scott). Damaging beans and tomatoes in Green 
County. (Grant). GEORGIA - Heavy damage to snap beans in Harris 
County, Aug. 14. (Jordan). 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) - DELAWARE 
Very destructive to untreated tomatoes in many parts of Sussex County. 
(Late News). MARYLAND - Moderate damage to tomatoes near Salisbury, 
Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


CUTWORMS - CALIFORNIA - Medium damage to brussels sprouts in 
Santa Cruz County. (Coop. Ins. Rept., July). IDAHO - Control underway 
in Rupert area against western bean cutworm. (Douglass, Aug. 16). 
MICHIGAN - Peridroma margaritosa spotty over lower half of lower 
peninsula, On mint, tomatoes, lettuce, strawberries, and celery. Damage 
more annoying than serious, (Hutson). 


POTATO TUBERWORM (Gnorimoschema operculella) - CALIFORNIA - 
Medium infestations in some potato fields in Santa Barbara County. A 
heavy flight of this insect reported from San Mateo County. (Coop. Ins. 
Rept., July). UTAH - Not encountered inS tate this year nor for several 
years. (Knowlton). 


A WIREWORM (Hemicrepidius memnonius) - COLORADO -.Damage to 
potatoes in Weld County, August 1l. Adults taken in small numbers in 
light traps from July 21 to August 13. (Colo. Ins. Det. Comm.). 


POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - COLORADO - Considerable 
increase in population on Lycium in Arkansas Valley. Small populations 
on tomatoes. (Wallis). Well distributed on wild host plants such as ground~ 4 
cherries and buffalobur nightshade. (Colo. Ins. Det. Comm.). WYOMING = 
Very high populations near Laramie. Slight damage to a few early potatoes © 
in Goshen County. (Wallis). 
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TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus bimaculatus) - VIRGINIA - 
Infestation general and heaviest in recent years on tomatoes in Norfolk, 
Princess Anne, Northampton and Accomac Counties. Infestations 
expected to build up and controls be needed on late smap and lima beans, 
cucumbers and peppers, (Hofmaster). RHODE ISLAND - Severe infesta- 
tion and damage to watermelons on University Farm, Kingston. (Hyland). 


TOMATO RUSSET MITE (Vasates:lycopersici) - CALIFORNIA - In many 
fields in San Diego and Orange Counties. Light to medium in Santa 
Barbara County. (Coop. Ins. Rept., July). MICHIGAN - Causing trouble 
in tomato fields about Dundee, Ida, Erie, and Monroe, (Hutson). IND. - 
Serious in central area. (Davis), 

LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - NORTH 
CAROLINA - Damaging tomatoes, peas and beans in Cleveland and 
Richmond Counties. (Banadyga). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - MARYLAND - Heavy infestation 
on tobacco spotty in St, Marys County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). KENTUCKY - 
In damaging numbers on suckers and terminal growth of tobacco in Fayette 
and Bourbon Counties. (Boush). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - MARYLAND - Infestations light to 
moderate on tobacco one heavy infestation in St. Marys County. 

(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). GEORGIA - Heavy damage to foliage and small 
pods of pimento pepper in Pike and Spalding Counties; 2 to 3 worms 

per plant. Heaviest infestation of this kind observed in a number of years. 
(Beckham, Dupree). SOUTH CAROLINA - Abundant on tomatoes in 
Charleston area. (Reid, Aug. ll). KENTUCKY - Numerous on tobacco in 
central area, Average of 1 larva per 2 to 3 plants. (Boush). 


PICKLEWORMS (Diaphania spp.) - VIRGINIA - Although relatively light, 
are heavy for this time of year in southeastern area. (Hofmaster). 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - UTAH - Generally prevalent throughout the 
onion growing areas where examinations have been made, (Knowlton). 


SOUTHERN ARMYWORM (Prodenia eridania) - FLORIDA - Average of 4 - 7 
larvae per square foot of sweetpotato plants at Gainesville. (Kuitert). 


BLACK VINE WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus sulcatus) - UTAH - Damaged strawberr: 
and raspberry plants as well as many shrubs throughout Utah County. 
(Knowlton). 
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STRAWBERRY ROOT WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus ovatus) - UTAH - Larvae 
found in the soil until the end of July at Orem which is unusually late for 
any of the strawberry root weevil larvae to be present, (Knowlton). 


CYCLAMEN MITE (Tarsonemus pallidus) - CALIFORNE* - Light to 
heavy damage to strawberries in Santa Cruz County, heavier than in 
the past. (Coop. Ins. Pest Rept, July). 


RASPBERRY CANE BORER (Oberea bimaculata) - WISCONSIN - 
Unusually abundant in raspberry plantings. throughout State, (Chambers).

BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - NORTH CAROLINA - Square 
infestations in treated fields in 7 counties averaged ll. 7 percent and 

in untreated fields in 6 counties 58.8 percent, (Jones). Out in large 
numbers in many fields. As many as 32 weevils in 100 squares in Chowan 
County. With squaring on the decline, square infestation rates may be 
high and reach 100 percent in treated as well as untreated fields, (Cotton 
News Lett.). SOUTH CAROLINA - Punctures on both immature and full 
grown bolls lowest in 14 years. Damage heavy on irrigated cotton, (Nettles) 
TENNESSEE - In ll west Tennessee counties surveyed, heaviest population 
found in McNairy County. Of 30 fields surveyed, 26 with average -of 4.2 
percent infestation compared with 4 percent last week, First adults in 
numbers found in blooms this season. (Locke). ALABAMA - Twenty-eight 
fields examined in 7 counties and 28 found infested, Average infestation 

in infested fields was 12.3 percent, and in all fields examined 12, 8 percent. 
(Marsh). MISSISSIPPI - Of 344 fields examined 295 or 86 percent infested 
compared with 80 percent last week and 90 percent last year. Square 
infestation 19.8 percent compared with 12.6 percent last week and 14. 4 

last year, Many of these records made in green spots of cotton fields 
cutting out where weevils had concentrated and do not give a true average 
picture. (Dunnam et al). LOUISIANA - Squares examined in 531 fields in 13 .

Infestation generally 
heavy. Small bolls attacked in many cases. (Smith), ARKANSAS - Of 

2, 521 fields scouted, 1,858 or 74 percent infested, Many high counts due 

to lack of squares rather than large number of weevils. (Warren, Barnes), 
_OKLAHOMA - Activity remains low. (Stiles), FLORIDA - Increase in 
population on matured or picked cotton plants near Chipley. (Brogdon). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp. et al) - NORTH CAROLINA - While 
generally still not a major problem, on the increase in some fields. 
(Cotton News Lett.), TENNESSEE - Slight damage in western area. One 
field in McNairy County with 22 percent infestation. (Locke). ALABAMA - 
Of 29 fields examined in 7 counties, 12 found infested at average rate of 
2.6 eggs per 100 terminals. (Marsh). MISSISSIPPI - Causing some con- 
cern in Tallahatchie County, (Hutchins). Of 344 fields examined eggs. 
found in 107 at rate of 7 per 100 terminals, and larvae found in 30 at average 
rate of 2.4 per 100 terminals, (Dunnam et al), LOUISIANA - Of 160 fields 
examined in 12 parishes, 149 were infested with average of 7.6 eggs 

per 100 terminals as compared with 10.0 last week and 7. 7 two weeks ago. 
Larvae in 116 fields averaged 4.1 per 100 terminals as compared with 9.7 
last week and 4.3 two weeks ago, (Gaines et al). General in improperly 
treated fields. (Smith). ARKANSAS - Sharp decrease in number of fields 
infested but activity continues of major concern, Of 2, 521 fields examined, 
48 percent infested as compared with 72 percent last week. (Warren, 
Barnes), OKLAHOMA - Some damage in irrigated cotton fields. (Stiles). 
ARIZONA - Oviposition heavy in many areas of Maricopa County but many 
eggs destroyed by predators. A dominant pest in Pinal, Pima and Santa 
Cruz Counties. Control necessary in Santa Cruz. Eggs general in Cochise 
County, August 14. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.), NEW MEXICO - As many as 

19 eggs and larvae per 100 cotton plants in Mesilla Valley. Scattered 

light infestations in Chaves, Eddy’ and Lea Counties. (Dobson). 
CALIFORNIA - Increases latter part of July in San Joaquin Valley cotton. 
Considerable concern in some areas. (Coop. Ins. Rept. , July). 


SPIDER MITES - CALIFORNIA - Low populations rather common during © 
July. (Coop. Ins. Rept. , July). NEVADA - Infestation of two-spotted spider 
mite on about one-tenth of cotton acreage. (Gallaway, Aug. 14). NEW 
MEXICO - Shown up throughout Mesilla and Pecos Valleys. Two severely 
infested fields in Mesilla Valley. (Dobson). LOUISIANA - Numerous 

enough in many fields to require control. (Gaines et al). ALABAMA - 
Continue to increase on cotton in localized areas. Tetranychus desertorum 
found in several localities in southern and central areas and T, atlanticus 
found in northern section along with T. desertorum. (Arant). 


COTTON LEAFWORM - (Alabama argillacea) - LOUISIANA - Moderately 
heavy in one field in St. Landry Parish. (Burns), OKLAHOMA - From 
Jackson, Love, Washita and Payne Counties. Some ragging to succulent 
cotton in Love County. (Stiles). 
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FLEAHOPPERS - TENNESSEE - More numerous at this time than all 
season but no visible damage in western area. (Locke). 


PLANT BUGS - ARIZONA - Lygus spp. on cotton: Yuma area 2 to'8 per 
100 sweeps; Maricopa County 1. 5 to 17 per 100 sweeps, dominant pest 

in Pinal and Pima Counties, one field in Cochise County with 16 per 100 
sweeps and 9 Adelphocoris superbus .. Most fields in Cochise and Graham 
Counties with light mirid populations, August 14, (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


COTTON LEAF PERFORATORS (Bucculatrix spp.) - ARIZONA -. . 

B. thurberiella light on cotton in Yuma area; in small numbers generally 
in Cochise County, up to 4 larvae per 100 sweeps, August 14. (Ariz. Coop. 
Rept.). MEXICO - Bucculatrix sp. reported to be under control in lower — 
Colorado River Delta. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


A L#HAF ROLLER _. (Platynota stultana) - ARIZONA - Causing 
some concern on cotton in Pinal and Maricopa Counties but infestation 
not thought economic at present, August 14. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


STINK BUGS - ARIZONA - Very low on cotton in Pinal and Pima Counties. 
One field in Cochise County with 4 Chlorochroa sayi_ nymphs per 100 
sweeps but infestations low or absent in general in Cochise and Graham 
Counties, August 14. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


APHIDS - LOUISIANA - Heavy in spite of treatment in St, Landry Parish 
and on the increase in several fields in Avoyelles Parish. (Burns). 

NEW MEXICO - Cotton aphids showing up in light infestations in Chaves, 
Eddy, Dona Ana and Luna Counties. (Dobson). 


FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


A JACK PINE BUDWORM (Choristoneura pinus) - MINNESOTA - Injury 
to jack pine near Park Rapids and Sebeka. Caused considerable damage in © 
previous years. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - Records of spraying for gypsy moth 
control and eradication for year ending June 30, 1954 show that 1,371,199 @ 
acres were treated by aircraft with DDT in the New England States, f 
New York, Pennsylvania and Michigan during May and June. In Massachusetl 
alone there were 977, 181 acres sprayed under contract arranged by the 
Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources. In Connecticut nearly 
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162, O00 acres were treated by Federal and State governments. In 
Michigan 86, 400 acres were sprayed by aircraft from June 6 to 10 
inclusive. This spraying was conducted to eradicate a gypsy - moth in- 
festation discovered near Lansing May 19, 1904. In addition to the aerial 
spraying, slightly more than 29, 800 acres were treated with mist 
blowers, making a grand total of more than 1, 401, 000 acres sprayed by 
the Federal Government and State cooperators for gypsy moth control 
and eradication in 1954, (Blaisdell). 


COTTONY MAPLE SCALE (Pulvinaria innumerabilid - WISCONSIN - 
Reported from areas in northern part of State. Infested areas in southern 
part of State destroyed by parasites this season. (Chambers). 


BARK BEETLES (Ips spp.) - ARKANSAS - Infestations continue to cause 
trouble in several counties. Drought conditions have aggravated forest 

insect problems. (Warren). TEXAS - Active throughout east Texas from 
Red River to Gulf. Burned areas have most serious infestations. (Young). 


TURPENTINE BEETLES - TEXAS - Causing mortality among pines in 
Walker, San Jacinto, Montgomery, Liberty and Hardin counties. (Young). 


COLASPIS BEETLES - TEXAS - Causing defoliation on loblolly and 
slash pine in lower Jasper and Newton Counties. (Young). 


AN ASIATIC OAK WEEVIL (Cyrtepistomus castaneus) - MARYLAND - 
Flying to screens of houses in great numbers at Glenridge, Prince Georges 
County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


LOCUST BORER (Megacyllene robiniae) - WISCONSIN - More common 
than usual throughout the southern part of the State. (Chambers). 


ASH PLANT BUG (Neoborus amoenus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy infestations 
on ash trees in Lassen County. (Coop. Ins. Rept., July). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - RHODE ISLAND - Becoming more 
abundant as season progresses. Larvae still not considered abundant. 
(Hyland), 


LEAF MINERS - CALIFORNIA - A leaf miner severely damaged oaks in 
part of Merced County. Park trees reported unsightly. (Coop. Ins. Rept., 
July). 
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SADDLED PROMINENT (Heterocampa guttivitta) - WISCONSIN - 
Defoliating considerable acreage of hardwoods In Kewaunee County. 
(Chambers, 


SPIDER MITES - OKLAHOMA - Damaging evergreens in Oklahoma County. 
‘Prevalent over State. (Rogers). TEXAS - Medium infestations on mesquite ~ 
at Experimental Farm in Dimmit County. Plants completely defoliated. 
(Richardson). WYOMING. - (Tetranychus spp.) - Causing damage to some 
trées and bushes in the Laramie County area. (Poyner). 


ROSE LEAFHOPPER (Typhlocyba rosae) - WYOMING - Numerous and 
causing damage to rose foliage in Laramie County, (Poyner). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - INDIANA - More injury 

than in the past several years. (Davis). MISSISSIPPI - Infesting shrubbery 
in Bolivar County. (Hutchins), OKLAHOMA - Very numerous on evergreens. 
(Stiles). ; 


CYCLAMEN MITE (Tarsonemus pallidus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy in- 
festations cn fuchsia and aralia in San Mateo County. Control used. (Coop. 
Ins. Rept., July). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia Det. A. B. Gurney) - 
DELAWARE - A female specimen taken at Newark on July 21. Reported 
for the first time from the State. (Late News). UTAH - A seriously 
annoying pest over most of the State. (Knowlton). 


SPRUCE SPIDER MITE (Paratetranychus unungquis) - RHODE ISLAND - 
Continues abundant on arborvitae throughout State. (Hyland). 


GLADIOLUS THRIPS ( Taeniothrips simplex) - MICHIGAN - On gladioli at 
Ovid, Keeler, and Grand Rapids. (Hutson). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - NEVADA - Infesta- 
tions increased over recent years in western counties. (Gallaway, Aug. 14). 
CALIFORNIA - Heavy damage on unsprayed elms in San Mateo County. 
(Coop. Ins. Rept., July). OREGON - Unsprayed elms in Heppner area 
‘severely defoliated. (Plant Dis. and Ins. Cont. , Roth). VIRGINIA - 

Caused severe damage to elms in and around Chatham, Pittsylvania 
County. (Dominick). 
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SMALLER EUROPEAN ELM BARK BEETLE (Scolytus multistriatus) - 
KANSAS - Infestations in Pratt and Kiowa Counties. (Calkins). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - Rhode island - Generally 
abundant in Newport County where it extensively damaged elms, 
other trees and shrubs. (Hyland). 


EUROPEAN ELM SCALE (Gossyparia spuria) - NEVADA - Infestations 
increased over recent years in western area, (Gallaway, Aug. 14). 
WYOMING - Causing concern to property owners. Controls applied. 
(Poyner). 


ERIOPHYID MITES (Oxypleurites spp. Det. E. W. Baker) - OHIO - 
On horsechestnut at Cleveland by O, L. Fallin. Abundant on both leat 
surfaces but most abundant on under side near the veins. (Neiswander). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - MARYLAND - Severe 
webbing on mimosa trees in southern Maryland. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


CORRECTION: VIRGINIA - AN ASIATIC OAK WEEVIL (Cyrtepistomus 
castaneus) CEIR 4 (33) “August 20, 1954, page 774 reads "Adults found 
on live oaks and barberry ----" should read bayberries. (Morris). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN «.ND ANIMALS 


MOSQUITOES - UTAH - Generally over the State less numerous than 
normal. (Knowlton). SOUTH CAROLINA - Culex quinquefasciatus heavy 
in town of Batesburg. (Arnold). 


BLACK WIDOW SPIDER (Latrodectus mactans) - MISSOURI - Widespread 
over much of southern half of State where their presence is attracting 
much attention although instances of bites are rare, (Kyd, Thomas). 
UTAH - Probably above normal, many calls relative to this pest around 
homes. (Knowlton). 


FLEAS - MICHIGAN - Ctenocephalides canis and felis infestations in 
houses in Monroe, Lansing and Charlotte. e. (Hutson). SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Extremely numerous around dogs where control methods failed this 
season, (Nettles).

HOG LOUSE (Haematopinus adventiciys ) - UTAH - Present wherever hogs 
were examined this summer, (Knowlton), TEXAS = Medium wide-spread 
in Mitchell County, (Trammeli), 


HORSE FLIES - ARIZONA - Numerous in Tucson area, particularly on’ 
pets. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. )... 


HOUSE FLIES (Musca domestica) - NEW MEXICO - Especially prevalent 
in eastern edge of State following recent rains. (Dobson), 


CATTLE LICE: - WYOMING - of concern to cattle ranchers in Goshen 
County. Insecticides applied. (Poyner), 


CORRECTION: COMMON CATTLE GRUB (Hypoderma lineatum) - 
VIRGINIA - We are advised that the note carried in CEIR, Vol. 4, No, 30, 
July 30, 1954 on page 701 concerned activity earlier in the year and not

MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


STRAWBERRY WEEVIL (Anthonomus Signatus) - WISCONSIN - Unusually 
common throughout State and many reports of annoyance to homes where 
they are seeking hibernation quarters. (Chambers), 


STRAWBERRY ROOT WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus ovatus) - MICHIGAN - 
Continue to invade houses at Detroit, Lansing, Benton Harbor and 
Ludington. (Hutson). 


A METALLIC WOOD BORER (Pslioptera drummondi) - NEW MEXICO - 
Attacking locust and bear grass around Logan and cutting cotton terminals 
to a large extent at Dona Ana. (Dobson), 


RECENT IMPORTANT INTERC EPTIONS ..T PORTS OF ENTRY 


Living larvae and pupae of a leaf miner, Phytomyza rufipes Mg. , 
(Agromyzidae) were intercepted on a number of occasions recently in 
endive in cargo from Belgium at Philadelphia, Pa, (Freedland, McConnell). 
Dipterous pupae were also found on lettuce aud cabbage in ships' stores 
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from England at Philadelphia (Freedland) and larvae in cauliflower stems 
in ships' stores from England at Galveston, Texas. (Beavers). This 
insect has been reported injurious to various crucifers in Europe. The 
larvae usually mine the midribs, leaf bases and stalks of the leaves of 

the older plants and the stems and the growing points of the younger plants 
which are occasionally severely injured. This insect is not a serious pest 
under ordinary conditions but in some years it has been reported very 
troublesome, particularly to cauliflower seedlings in certain areas. It 

is not known to occur in the United States. 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 


SOUTH DAKOTA - GRASSHOPPERS - Adult surveys show scattered in- 
festations of 12 - 15 per square yard in field margins southeastern 
counties. Continuing to damage corn in central counties. EUROPEAN 
CORN BORER - As many as 600 borers per 100 plants in some fields 

with average about 200 in central counties. Up to 80 egg masses per: 

100 plants. BLACK FIELD CRICKET - Three or four per square yard 

along graveled road in Lyman County. (Halvorson). BLISTER BEETLES - 
Scattered populations, up to 6 per plant over small areas. (Halvorson, Lee). 
IMPORTED CABBAGE WORM - Severe damage to untreated cauliflower in 
Brookings County. (Spawn). 


INDIANA - VETCH BRUCHID heavy infestations in Green County in 
southern area, VARIEGATED CUTWORM causing heavy damage to 
tomato fruits, (Davis). 
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
